N my laſt I told you, that the 

Ambaſſador of Savey was to meet 
the Queen at Windſor, which pains 
ſhe hath ſpared him by her own 
coming yeſternight to Greenwich: 
where I think ſhe will ſettle her ſelf 
a day or two before ſhe admit him, 
Now, ſeeing che time of the Com- 
mencement 2t Cambridze (oO near as it 
is, & being able ro determine of this 
Ambaſſadors departure within that 
ſpace, I have reſolved to take thoſe 
Philoſophical exerciſes in my way to 
you; hoping in the mein time to ſee 
_Albertws -admitred by oath to a 


Clarkſhip of the Council, or at leaſt 
ro 
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to the next vacancy : for he is now 
ſtrong enough again to ſwear, 

Sir Robert Mansfeld, and Mr. 
Whitlock were on Saturday laſt called 
to a very honourable hearing in the 
Queens Preſence Chamber at Whzte- 
Hall betore the Lords of the Coun- 
cil , with intervention of my Lord 
' Cook, the Lord chief Baron of the 
Exchequer, and Maſter of the Roles, 
the Lord chiet Juſtice being kept at 
home with ſome infirmitie, There 
the Attorny and Sollicitor firſt un- 
dertook Mr. Whitlock and the Re- 
corder (as the Kings Sergeant ) Sir 
Robert Mansfeld; charging the one 
as a Counſellor, the other as a que- 
ſtioner in matter of the Kings pre- 
rogative and Soveraignty, upon 
occaſion of a Commiſhon intended 
for a reſearch into the adminiſtration 
of the Admiralty : againſt which the 
ſaid Sir Robert Mansfeld (being him- 
ſelf ſo principal an officer therein) 
had ſought ſome proviſion of advice, 
and 
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and, This was the ſum of the charge: 
which was diverſly amplified. Whit- 
heck in his anſwer, ſpake more con- 
fuſedly, than was expeRted from a 
Lawyer, and the Knight more 
temperately.than wa expected trom 
a Souldier. There was likewiſe ſome 
difference noted, not only in the 
manner, but 1n the ſubſtance between 
them : For Whitlock ended his ſpeech 
with an abſolute confeſſion of his 
own offence, and with a promiſe of 
employing himſelf hereafter in de- 
fence of the Kings prerogative. Sir 
Robert Mansfeld on the other fide, 
laboured to diſtinguiſh between the 
error of his as, and the integrity of 
his zeal and affetion towards the 
King his Maſter : proteſting he 
ſhould hold it the greateſt glory 
under Heaven to die at his feet, and 
thatno man living ſhould go before 
him, if there were occaſion to - 
advance his dominions, with ſome 
other ſuch Martial ſtrains, which

May is, Ot in Balnco Rorcs, The firſt 
that riſeth will be 4qua ardens, uſeful 
perchance according to the quality 
of the Plant, as of Wormwood for 
the ſtomack, of Succory , or any of 
thoſe Incube for the Liver, And on 
the fides of the Limbeck will hang 
a ſalt, this is the extraRting of falr 
D 3 with- 
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without calcination z which other- 
wiſe certainly muſt needs conſume 
all the active powers of any Vegeta- 
ble, and leave nothing but a plaſtick 
and paſhve vertue. 

For the point of preſerving that 
ſalt afterwards from reſolution by Þ 
ayr into water, I hold it impoſſible, 
notwithſtanding the proper exam- 
ples that you alledge; which yet 
muſt of neceſſity yield to it. For 
as your excellent Uncle ſayes, and 
ſayes well, in not the leaſt of his 
works (though born after him) of his 
experiments : Ayr i predatory. 

I have forgotten (for memoria pri- 
m0 ſeneſcit) whether I told you in my 
laſt a pretty late experiment in Ar- 
thritical pains: It is cheap enough. 
Take a roſted Turnip (for if you | 
boyl it, it will open the pores, and 
draw too much.) apply that in a 
Poultice to the part affeRed, with 
change once in an hour or two, as 
you finde it dryed by the heat of the 
fleſh, 
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fleſh, and it will in little-time allay 
the pain. 

Thus much in our private way, 
wherein dare ſwear, if our Medi- 
cines were as ſtrong as our wiſhes, 
they would work extreamly. 

Now, for the Publick, where per- 
adventure now and then there are

and he did expe it at ſuch a time, 
even inthe Spring-garden (cloſe un- 
der his fathers Window) with his 
ſword by his fide. 

It is ſaid (I go no farther in ſuch 
tender points) that my Lord Weſton 
ſent him by Mr Henry Percy (be- 
tween whom and the ſaid L, Weſton 
had in the late journey (as it ſeems) 
been contracted , ſuch friendſhip as 
overcame the memory that he was 
Cofin- German to my L. of Hellaxd) 
a very fair and diſcreet anſwer: That 
if he could challenge him for any 
injury done him before, or after his 
Ambaſlage, he would meet him as a 
Gentleman, with his ſword by his ſide 
where he ſhould appoint. But for 
any thing that had þeen done in the 
time of his Ambaſſage , he had al- 
ready given the King an account 
thereof, 
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thereof , and thought himſelf not 
accountable to any other.

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Upon Manday was ſeven-night 
fell out another quarrel, nobly car- 
ried (branching from the former) be- 
eween my L. Ficlaing and M. Goring, 
ſon and heir to the Lord of that 
name. They had been the night 
before at ſupper, I know not where 
together 5 where M. Goring ſpake 
ſomething in diminution of my L., 
Weſton, which my L. Fielding told

The Biſhop of Bamberge, a pratti- 
call Almayn-Prelate(of which kinde 


there be enough of that coat,though 


not in that Countrey) was treating 
in 
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in Rowe & League againſt the Pro- 
teſtant Princes of Germazy , with 
whom His Majeſty (you know) was 
firſt by Articles, and is now by ally- 
ance more nearly confederate : His 
Commiſſion he had from the Empe- 
ror, Sotto parole tacite as they call it. 
Now, while this matter was there 
monlding, a Chzaxs arrives at the 
Emperors Court, with a Letter from 
the Twrk ; importing a denuntiation 
of War, grounded upon a heap of 
complaints eafily found out between 
Princes that do not intend to agree. 
And accordingly the Tyrk is depart- 
ed inPerion from Conſtantinopleinto 
Hungarie with great Forces (as my 
Friend writeth) on a morning quazdo- 
nevicava 4 furia(by which appeareth 
the ſharpneſs of the hamor) having 
made a leavy before his going of 
5000 youths out of the Seraglis a 
thing never ſeen before, He hath 
lefe behinde him Naſuf Baſſs as Pre- 
ſident of his affairs, who told the: 
Baiolo 
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Batolo of Venice there reſident, that 
his Maſter was but gone to hunt : 


and ſeemeth to have healed the ſame 


language with the other Ambaſſa- 
dors : whether out of meer wanton- 
neſs of conceit, or as eſteeming 
a war with Chriſtians, but a ſport in 
reſpe& of that which he had newly 
concluded with the Perſian, I know 
not : howſoever, this is likely to 
quaſh the Biſhops buſineſs , and I 
fear 1t will fall heavy upon Germany : 
which firſt in it ſelf was never more 
diſunited ; and befides, the Emperor 
in ſmall good will with thoſe that 
ſhould help him. Tr will likewiſe in 
my conjecture haſten the departure 
of the Count Palatine, or at leaſt (if 
it ſo pleaſe him)ic may well ſerve his 
turn for that purpoſe, 

This 1s all that I have for your 
entertainment - To morrow morn- 
ing I depart hence towards Londor : 
whence I determine to write by eve- 
ry Carrier to you,till I bring my ſelf.

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In your laſt you mentioned a cer- 


tain Courtier that ſeemeth to have * 


ſpoken ſomewhat harſhly of me, I 
have a gueſs at the man: and chough 
for him to ſpeak of ſachas I am in 
any kinde whatſoever was a favour : 

yet I wonder how I am faln out of 
his eſtimation , for it is not long 
ſince he offered me a fair match 
within his own tribe, and much 
addition to her fortune out of his 
private bounty ; when we meer, all 
the world tonothing we ſhall laugh, 

and in truth (Sir) this world is wor- 
thy of nothing elſe. In the mean 
time and ever our ſweet Saviour 
keep us in his love.
